PRIMROSE,  NEB.,  (AP)— A : 
clutch  of  tornadoes — possibly  20 
or  more — stitched  a pattern  of 
destruction  across  Nebraska  Sat- 
urday night,  leaving  four  dead 
and  at  least  12  injured  in  their 
wake. 

ABOUT  150  safety  patrolmen 
and  national  guardsmen  fanned 
out  from  four  locations  today 
checking  damaged  areas,  search- 
ing for  unreported  casualties  and 
safeguarding  the  scattered  posse- 
ssions of  displaced  residents. 

Gov.  Frank  Morrison,  who  had 
maintained  an  emergency  head- 
quarters in  the  Governor’s  Man- 
sion throughout  the  night,  toured 
the  area  by  plane  after  daylight. 


ALL  THE  deaths  and  most  of 
the  injuries  occurred  when  one 
tornado  grinding  along  northeast- 
ward veered  suddenly  to  the 
north  and  slashed  a 300-yard-wide 
swath  down  the  tree-line,  unpaved 
main  street  of  Primrose,  a village 
of  129  persons  10  miles  west  of 
Omaha. 

“It  was  such  a pretty  town,” 
said  Mrs.  John  Leslie.  But  by  day- 
light the  only  trees  in  the  path 
of  the  Tornado  were  naked,  jag- 
ged splinters  thrusting  above  the 
rubble.  Most  of  the  trees  were 
ground  to  matchsticks  and  blown 
away. 

GILBERT  MCBRIDE,  47,  said 
the  tornado  seemed  to  pass  by.

Lake  Advertising  Club.  He  is  a 
pa.st  president  of  the  Printing 
Industry  of  Utah,  and  a former 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Printing  Industry  of  Am- 
erica.

Tito  Warns 
Of  Dangers 
To  Peace 

BELGRADE,  YUGOSLAVIA, 
(AP) — President  Tito  warned 
yesterday  of  new  dangers  to  peace 
and  compared  the  world  situation 
now  with  that  before  World  War 
II. 

BEFORE  WATCHING  a big 
parade  celebrating  the  20th  an- 
niversity  of  V-E  Day,  Tito  de- 
clared in  a television  statement 
that  20  years  after  victory,  the 
joy  of  peoples  is  married  by 
great  concern  for  world  peace. 
“When  Hitler  and  Mussolini 
forged  their  devilish  plans  . . . 
they  always  used  slogans  of  alle- 
ged communist  danger.  Today,  20 
years  after  the  defeat  of  the  dark 
forces  of  Fascism,  we  are  again 
facing  great  dangers.  The  world 
is  on  the  brink  of  a new  war 
catastrophe.  Protagonists  of  force 
and  terror  are  using  today  the 
.same  or  similar  slogans,  fright- 
ening the  world  again  with  an  al- 
leged communist  danger.” 

"TWENTY  YEARS  AGO  the 
peoples  of  the  world  believed  that 
something  similar  to  what  it  ex- 
perienced during  the  Fascist  ag- 
gression can  not  repeat  . . . but 
forces  of  aggression  and  policies 
of  force  are  showing  up  in  new 
forms  and  we  have  at  present  ex- 
amples which  are  very  similar 
to  the ' ones  which  preceeded 
World  War  II.”

The  par- 
ents of  six  of  the  children  were 
found  in  the  shattered  house. 

Only  five  of  14  buildings  in  the 
business  section  of  Primrose  re- 
mained standing;  about  20  dwell- 
ings were  demolished  and  18  to  20 
others  so  badly  damaged  they 
probably  cannot  be  .salvaged,  the 
Nebraska  Safety  Patrol  Reported. 

GEORGE  ADAMS,  73year-old 
son-in-law  of  one  of  the  founders 
of  Primrose,  was  discouraged. 
'This  town,  like  other  small 
towns,  was  dying,  but  the  tornado 
sealed  the  coffin,”  he  said.  “It 
can’t  be  rebuilt.” 

The  series  of  tornadoes,  which 
im'aded  more  than  a score  of  com- 
munities and  destroyed  at  least 
100  farmsteads,  moved  into  Neb., 
near  Hebron  on  the  Kansas  bord- 
er, then  bounced  along  a north- 
east course  clear  across  the  state. 
The  band  of  scattered  destruction 
covered  most  of  the  eastern  half 
of  Nebraska.  ' 

The  U.S.  Weather  Bureau  esti- 
mated at  least  20  tornadoes  dip- 
ped down  within  a radius  of  100 
miles  of  Norfolk,  which  lies  120 
miles  northeast  of  Omaha.
